PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 
Cholera — Plague-Infected Eats — Manila. 

Cholera has been notified in Manila as follows: Week ended August 
15, 1914, 23 cases with 9 deaths; week ended August 22, 1914, 18 
cases with 14 deaths. In reporting for the week ended August 22, 
1914, Asst. Surg. Duffy, of the United States Public Health Service, 
acting chief quarantine officer for the Philippine Islands, says: 
"Cholera figures for the week show but a slight decrease over the 
figures for the preceding week. The actual situation has, however, 
greatly improved. Eleven of the cases reported' for this week oc- 
curred during previous weeks, but the positive reports on these 
were not available until the present week. During this week but 7 
cases and 9 deaths occurred, and there has been no case now since 
August 19." 

Plague-infected rats continue to be found in Manila at the rate of 
1 per week. On August 24, 1914, their distribution was reported 
as the most extended which has been recorded. 
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
